CONCURRENT RESOLUTION.

WHEREAS, The St. Oroix and St. Louis rivers form a portion of the
boundaries between the States of Minnesota and Wisconsin ;

AND WHEREAS, These rivers not being wholly in either of said States,
have been overlooked by our Senators and Representatives in Congress,
no appropriations having been by Congress, consequently there has
been no legal survey or examination to prove the feasibility of the con-
necting of these waters by canal;

AND WHEREAS, The navigable waters of the St. Croix are one hundred
(100) miles nearer to the bay of Superior, at the west end of Lake Su-
perior, than that of any other river in Minnesota or Wisconsin ;

AND WHEKEAS/The proximity of the navigable waters of the St. Croix
to the Bay of Superior is such as to render it feasible, and only a ques-
tion of time when said waters will be connected by a canal ;

AND WHEREAS, The great wheat growing region of Minnesota, Wie-
